- Kennedy induced both parties 
to accept his Secretary of Labor, 
Arthur J. Goldberg, as the 
arbitrator for a new contract, 
with his judgment replacing 
what the two antagonists might 
or might not be able to agree 
upon. 
1A compelling reason for the 
maneuver was that an agreement 
in steel sets the pace in other 
metal working industries and in 
other industrial areas as well. 


Kennedy viewed the already 


frozen position between the steel 
producers and the USW are

choice of a crippling strike or a 
settlement beyond justification 
arid providing the example for 
others to follow suit. 


Goldberg arranged what the

Finally Holy Cross College in 
Worcester, Mass., offered him 
a scholarship. 


In an important game against 


Loyola of Chicago in his junior 
year, he won the game with a 
left - handed hook shot, but 
the unusual part of the win was 
the debut of Cousey's famous 
behind-the-back dribble. It be- 
came his trademark and the 
most imitated 
maneuver in 


basketball. 


After leading Holy Cross to 


the 
NCAA 
Championship 
in 


1950, Cousy joined the Boston 
Celtics and, again, he was 
considered too small. He made 
the team and his original flair 
brought out the fans to see him 
work his magic on the court. 


From 1950 until 1963, when he 


retired, the Celtics won seven 
division crowns and six league 
titles. 
He was the 
game's 


greatest play-maker and one of 
its greatest stars. 
After he 


retired from the Celtics, Cousy 
became coach at Boston Coll- 
ege.

1. One spade. This follows the 


general rule of bidding the 
loDger suit first. There is no 
good reason to vary from the 
rule just because the hearts are 
better in quality. The length of 
the suit is the determining 
factor. The hearts can be shown 
later if the opportunity arises. 


It would be wrong to open 


with, a notrump, though it is 
true you h|ve 16 high-card 
points and balanced distribu- 
tion. The weakness in the minor 
suits, as welt as the promise of 
a major suit game, militate 
against an opening notrump bid. 


2. One club'. Here, also, the 


longer suit is bid first. The club 
opening makes it possible to bid 
the 
spades 
secondarily and 


obtain tne advantag? of identify- 
ing 'them as only four cards in 
length.' This precise information 
will often enable partner to 
steer the hand to the best 
contract. 


3. One heart. An exception is 


made in this case by opening 
with, a heart even htough the 
with a heart even though the 
diamonds are longer. The chief 
reason for this is that we are 


dealing with suits of (-5 length 
rather than 5-4 length. When the 
high-card content of a hand is 
close to minimum, it is better 
to start with the higher-ranking 
suit even though it 
Is tht 


shorter one. 


This is especially true when 


one suit is a major and the 
other is a minor. Since it is 
generally easier to make a 
major-suit game than a minor- 
suit game, the initial effort ii 
directed to the major suit. 


Change the spade five to thg 


ace, 
thus adding 4 high-card 


points to the hand, and it 
becomes proper to 
bid one 


diamond. 


4. Pass. There is simply no 


adequate bid available. To open 
with a spade and then be faced 
with the responsibility of find- 
ing a proper' rebid over part- 
ner's forcing response of two 
clubs, diamonds or hearts is 
begging for serious trouble. You 
could not possible find a rebid 
that would express your values 
correctly. A pass is therefore tht 
best course of action. 


5. One diamonds. Hands con- 


taining 14 high-card points are 
mandatory opening bids. This 
rigid rule overrides the natural 
reluctance to open the bidding 
•with a suit headed by the eight. 
There is no good reason to bid 
the three-card club suit, and 
there is even less reason to 
open with a notrump, which 
would show 16 to IS high - card 
points.
